Even though brought up to regard 
despotism as abhorent if seems to 
us reprehensible 
that 
a 
Russian 


czar 
or 
prime 
minister 
should 


be kill-ed. but we find that our own 
Presidents and the 
presidents 
of 


Fraace are as likely to be murdered 
as any despot. 


'Empress Klizabeth of Austria was 


assassinated. 
She had. never done 


aiiyithing-; she was not 
a 
political 


figure; she did not live with the em- 
peror, so that there was no possible 
significance in her 
wanton murder. 


Humbert of Italy was no tyrant, no 
oppressor; he was a constitutional 
monarch with distinctly democratic 
tendencies, but he wa^ murdered. The 
attempts on the life of Alfonso can- 
not be explained by the execution of 
Professor Ferrer, for they began be- 
fore th-at. rt might be said that his 
life was attempted because he was a 
king, but one need noi bo a king to 
draw the attention of an assassin. 
One may bo a mayor of an American 
city, or a Presidential candidate, and 
not only that, but a candidate of 
"the pee.pul," denouncing 
privilege 


and capftnl, and be shot by somebody 
who may be crazy, but was never rec- 
ognized as crazy until he fired his 
shot. 


'Can any preventive measures 
be 


taken? 
Apparently not. "\Vhen 
the 


heir to the Austrian throne was shot 
a Bosnian omcidl was actually stand- 
ing- on the foot board of the automo- 
bile as a shield for him. Xo amount 
of troops can be depended upon to 
avert assassination, for a crowd can 
hardly be kept beyond rifle *hot, or 
even revolver shot. 


ttt would be hard to think of any- 


body here or abroad who was less 
likely to be shot than President Mo 
Kmley. who not only could not have 
been a despot if lie had desired, but 
was conspicuous for his avoidance of 
enmities and his facility for making 
friends, and the secret service men 
were close to him when he was shot, 
The only mtellicriblp thing over ex- 
tracted from his assassin was that 
JlxsKinley, Being President, represent- 
ed government, and the anarchists arc 
against government in all forms.

quests by principals of high 
schools 


for young- men graduates to fill po- 
sitions in the .offices of architects, en., 
gineers, sht>ps and commercial houses. 
Ag an eJBperiTnent a large numjber of 
letters were sent to business 
men, 


asking if there were vacancies in their 
offices, and it was found that more 
than 50 positions were available 
for 


high school graduates. This was 
so 


encouraging that it i\vas at once de- 
cided to open the employment bureau 
as soon as the necessary arrangements 
could be made and it will be made a 
part of the public education system. 


This is a work of a practical nat- 


ure, 
which seems natural in connection 


with the public schools. Every
